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Ambulance will only be sent if medically necessary

ELDERLY people in Dudley in 
receipt of mobility allowance 
are being told they will no 
longer be given free transport 
to hospital. 

Several patients have raised con¬ 
cerns since patient-care company 
NSL took over the running of the ser¬ 
vice from Ambuline. Some say they 
cannot book an ambulance to collect 
them from their homes anymore. 

Bosses at NSL say there has been no change 
in criteria as patients in receipt of mobility 
allowance have never been entitled to free 
non-urgent transport to Russells Hall Hospital. 

Access in Dudley, which champions the rights 
of disabled people, said NSL was enforcing cri¬ 
teria that had never been enforced before. The 
group estimated that there were thousands in 
Dudley receiving mobility allowance. 

NSL now offers the transport service for 
those who have a medical need only. 

Access in Dudley chairman Tina Boothroyd 
said: “If you get the mobility element of the dis¬ 
ability allowance, if you tick yes, that doesn’t 
qualify you for hospital transport. This has 
never been a problem before and I know people 
who have travelled on hospital transport for 16 
years and have never been asked.” 

The mobility allowance is paid to people who 
have difficulty walking, through physical disa¬ 
bilities or other conditions. Those in receipt of 
this funding are expected to use it to help them 
get to hospital appointments. But many find it 
difficult to use public transport or taxis. 

Stressful 

A woman from Kingswinford, who asked not 
to be named, said: “I have been using the ser¬ 
vice for eight years and have never been asked 
the question of whether I am eligible. 

“It’s very stressful and means I can’t get to 
my appointment. It’s not about money. It is em¬ 
barrassing for me to get on a bus or in a taxi.” 

Mrs Boothroyd said she had taken several 
calls from concerned people. “This is going to 
upset a lot of people,” she said. “People with 
disabilities who have regular hospital appoint¬ 
ments use the transport because there is no 
other way to do it.” 

NSL spokeswoman Afrika Morris said: “In 
Dudley, the eligibility criteria states that a pa¬ 
tient in receipt of mobility benefits is ineligible 
for transport. However, in some instances, a 
patient with severe mobility conditions may be 
eligible for transport. We will be working with 
the Clinical Commissioning Groups to address 
these.” 


APARTMENTS TO HELP HOMELESS REBUILD LIVES

A £5.7 million apartment block providing 
housing for vulnerable adults and the home¬ 
less has opened its doors in Lye. 

The two-storey building in Gibbs Road is on 
the site of a former hostel. The development 
is called Saltbrook Place and has 58 one-bed- 
room apartments. 

Twenty-four of the apartments are clus¬ 
tered around communal dining and lounge 
spaces for those with short-term support 
needs. The rest are self-contained and are 
aimed at providing a stepping stone to inde¬ 
pendent living. 


Seven of the ground floor rooms also have 
kennels for dogs. 

Open to individuals and couples, the apart¬ 
ments are managed 24-hours a day. Peo¬ 
ple also have access to an IT suite, learning 
kitchen and allotments. 

Developed by Midland Heart in partnership 
with Dudley Council, Homes and Communi¬ 
ties Agency and Bullock Construction, the 
new development has been designed to help 
individuals overcome barriers to living inde¬ 
pendently. 

David Cockcroft, operations manager of 


supported services at Midland Heart, said: 
“Saltbrook Place transforms the provision of 
services available to vulnerable individuals in 
the area. 

“As well as giving structured support, Salt¬ 
brook will provide its customers with a moti¬ 
vating environment, enabling them to rebuild 
their lives and progress to independent living. 

“Supporting vulnerable adults is not just 
about giving them a place to lay their head at 
night, it is about developing aspirations and 
providing the tools to make the right choices 
for the future.”

Suspected arson at 
derelict factory site 

ARSONISTS are believed to be behind 
the latest fire at a derelict factory in Quarry 
Bank. 

Crews were alerted to the blaze at the 
units in Saltwells Road after smoke was 
seen coming from the premises.

Five officers also attended 
from Haden Cross.

Major event in 
late park switch 

THE first Halesowen Carnival for al¬ 
most 30 years is moving location due 
to concerns over heavy vehicles raised 
by Dudley Council. 

Organisers say the move has cost 
them around £1,000 for re-printing leaf¬ 
lets, banners and signs for the event. 

Huntingtree Park was due to host the 
revived carnival on July 4. But council 
officials say pathways in the park would 
be unsuitable for vehicles. Organisers 
have had to move the event to nearby 
Highfields Park.

Work to start on new 
crossing in autumn 

WORK on a new crossing to help students 
at Dudley College’s £18 million campus 
negotiate a busy road more safely is due 
to get under way in the autumn. 

The plans were drawn up because of 
concerns that students at Dudley Evolve 
could be in danger when they cross The 
Broadway. 

The scheme was originally refused plan¬ 
ning permission by Dudley Council follow¬ 
ing worries from residents about noise and 
traffic queues. 

But a planning inspector backed the col¬ 
lege’s call for a push-button puffin cross¬ 
ing. 
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Mountain of rubbish is to be cleared 



Homes to replace mound 


EAGERLY awaited plans to replace a 
mountain of rubbish that has blighted 
the lives of homeowners in Brierley Hill 
for years — and replace it with flats — 
have finally been approved. 

The decision ends a nightmare for 
people living near the heap, which once 
reached 40ft, at the former Refuse De¬ 
rived Limited site on Moor Street. The 
mound has towered over neighbouring 
properties since 2009. 

It was a saga that resulted in High 
Court action with company director 
Robert McNaughton even jailed for fail¬ 
ing to remove the eyesore in 2013. 


But now a total of 94 flats will be built 
in place of the trash mountain. 

Plans submitted by developer J and V 
Kelly to transform the site were unan¬ 
imously approved by Dudley Council’s 
planning committee last week. 

Councillor John Martin said: “Res¬ 
idents living in Lindsey Place, Moor 
Street and North Street have suffered 
what can only be described as a living 
nightmare facing the huge rubbish 
mound that has built up. I wholeheart¬ 
edly support this application.” 

Councillor Kieran Casey said: “It’s 
clear to see from photos that the site is 


a mess and is in desperate need of re¬ 
generation and redevelopment. This ap¬ 
plication goes a long way towards doing 
that. 

“It will deal with the problems on this 
site once and for all.” 

Chairman of the planning committee 
Councillor Qadar Zada was critical that 
the problems had gone on for so long at 
the site . He said he was confident ap¬ 
proving the plan would bring hope for 
residents. 

He said: “The people of Brierley Hill 
have suffered unnecessarily and it is 
time to move forward.” 


Suspended sentences 
for petrol station thugs 


TWO thugs who left a man seri¬ 
ously injured at a petrol station 
have both been given suspended 
prison sentences. 

Aaron Edwards suffered a fractured 
jaw and was left covered in blood by 
the unprovoked attack which began as 
he queued with a friend at the night 
pay window at a BP petrol station in 
Stourbridge. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
that he was accused by another customer, 
Samantha Harper, of insulting her before 
she threw a punch at him. 

Edwards’ friend then attempted to stop 
the violence from escalating before three 
men sprinted across the forecourt towards 
them. They included Ashleigh Round and 
Alan Buckingham, who both set upon the 
pair. 

The court was shown CCTV footage of 
the forecourt violence, which took place 
just after 2am in March 2013. 

Mr Delroy Henry, prosecuting, said: 
“Miss Harper said to Mr Edwards ‘are you 
talking about me?’ Both gentlemen started 
to laugh in response because they weren’t. 

“She said ‘you called me a bit of a fat 
cow’. Out of nowhere she punched Mr Ed¬ 
wards to the face. It was quite clear there 
was no provocation.” 

Stamped 

The court heard how Round, 23, of 
Wynall Lane, Stourbridge, then pushed Mr 
Edwards’ friend, a Mr Oakes, ‘forcefully’ 
to the ground. Buckingham, aged 19, of 
Claycroft Place, Lye, was shown picking 
up a traffic cone and hurling it towards Mr 
Oakes and he also stamped on Mr Edwards 
as he lay on the floor. Round was seen 
‘kicking and throwing punches’ towards 
Mr Edwards. 

Round was given a nine month prison 
sentence, suspended for two years, at the 
crown court this week. Harper, aged 29, of 
Seymour Road, Lye, received a eight month 
jail term, which was also suspended for two 
years. Both had pleaded guilty to affray. 

Round must carry out 200 hours of un¬ 
paid work and Harper 180 hours. Both 
were told to pay £550 in court costs. 

Buckingham has admitted grievous bod¬ 
ily harm and is awaiting sentencing.

NO more food outlets are needed in a 
busy Black Country high street accord¬ 
ing to a councillor who has spoken out 
against plans to open a new restaurant 
in Dudley. 

Councillor Bryan Cotterill raised an 
objection to open the premises on the 
site of a former wine bar in High Street, 
Quarry Bank, at a meeting of Dudley 
Council’s planning committee last week. 

The Quarry Bank and Dudley Wood 
ward councillor also said he was con¬ 
cerned about the impact the restaurant 
would have on people living nearby. 

The restaurant application, which was 
submitted by Mrs Husna Bibi, had been 
recommended for approval by the coun¬ 
cil’s planning officers, who said it would 
‘enhance the economic prosperity of the 
town centre’.

However, Councillor Cotterill said: 
“At the last count there was about nine 
food outlets, including the fish and chip 
shop, and we don’t want any more. 

“It is certainly in very close proximity 
to residential accommodation.” 

The building backs on to flats and 
Councillor Cotterill said he was worried 
the positioning of a flue would create 
unwelcome smells, while delivery trucks 
and bin lorries coming in and out of the 
site could also pose other problems. 

But members of the planning commit¬ 
tee decided that they needed to arrange a 
visit to see the site for themselves before 
making a decision on the application.

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Hundreds are 
fined over 
bad parking 
at stations 

MORE than 400 fines of up to £100 
have been dished out to motorists for 
poor parking at railway and Metro 
stations in the Black Country. 

Centro introduced penalties to 
clampdown on nuisance parking at its 
park and ride sites last year. 

Since the start of December, a total 
of 407 fines of £100 have been given 
out to commuters and passengers. 

Of these, 202 were handed out 
at Stourbridge Junction and 128 at 
Sandwell and Dudley.

VANDALS have again targeted a 
run-down shopping parade in Word- 
sley, prompting renewed calls for ac¬ 
tion over the eyesore. 

A door of an empty shop in San¬ 
dringham Place has been smashed in 
the latest incident. 

The row of six shops opposite The 
Ashwood Inn has been blighted by 
vandals for 15 years. Three of the 
shops remain empty despite repeated 


efforts to revitalise the properties. 
Following the latest attack, Words- 
ley’s Councillor Paul Brothwood is 
seeking to secure an enforcement 
notice against the owners requiring 
them to clean up the shops. 

Councillor Brothwood, also Dud¬ 
ley’s UKIP group leader, said: “It 
has looked like that for 15 years 
now. It is a real eyesore and I am 
determined to get it resolved. The 


residents here are very frustrated. 
They feel the terrible state of the 
shops has affected the value of their 
properties. They do not want to be 
looking at an eyesore.” 

Fellow ward councillor Derrick 
Hemingsley, who has campaigned to 
restore the shopping parade, warns 
that proposals to build a Co-Op on 
the nearby Ashwood Inn car park 
could delay progress.

Senior managers will 
go to save £lm a year 


EIGHT senior managers are 
being made redundant at 
Dudley Council to save £1 
million as part of cost-cut- 
ting plans. 

Senior director roles at the 
council are being cut from 22 to 
11 as part of the savings scheme. 

Five director and 17 assistant di¬ 
rector positions are being removed 
and replaced with three strategic di¬ 
rectors and eight chief officer posts. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor 
Pete Lowe said: “We are in the final 
stages of this tier of the corporate 
restructure and have welcomed a 
few new faces to the authority who 
share our ambition to make this 
leaner and more efficient than ever 
before. 

“Two of the three strategic direc¬ 
tors are now in place with an ap¬ 
pointment to the third being made 
over the next few weeks, and we 
are currently recruiting for a chief 
officer for children’s services, which 
we hope to agree soon. 

“There have been eight redun¬ 
dancies agreed as part of this re¬ 
structure and there are currently a 
further three staff at risk of redun¬ 
dancy.” 

Concerned 

The move had come under fire 
from opposition councillors con¬ 
cerned about the rise in salaries for 
the new roles but bosses said the 
directors and officers would have 
larger remits. 

Councillor Lowe has said the 
changes are not just a one-off sav¬ 
ing but on-going, year-on-year that 
would help to save the authority 
£lm each year. 

The council needs to make sav¬ 
ings of £22.9m in 2015/16, moving 
up to £25.3m by 2016/17 and £27.4m 
to save by 2017/18. 

But the council has warned it 
faces a deficit of approaching £30m 
by 2017/18 if additional savings are 
not found. More than 130 jobs will 
be axed by the council. 

The council is looking to make 
134 voluntary and two compulsory 
redundancies in 2015/16.

Zoo open to talks over sharing car park 


BOSSES at Dudley Zoo say that they would con¬ 
sider allowing their car park to be used by people 
attending events at a restored Dudley Hippodrome. 

The future of the landmark former theatre has 
been left in the balance after The Rok Group with¬ 
drew its plan to rescue and restore the venue, partly 
because of the failure to reach agreement over use of 
the adjacent car park owned by Dudley Zoo. 

But zoo chiefs say they are open for discussions 
over the shared use the attraction’s car park. 

A crunch meeting is taking place on Saturday at 
Dudley Council House over the ongoing saga of the 
Hippodrome. 

Members of Dudley’s UKIP group called the ex¬ 
traordinary meeting, with UKIP keen to examine 


the problems which scuppered the £8 million deal 
with The Rok Group. 

UKIP Councillor Dean Perks said it was vital that 
members representing the borough did everything 
they could to save the historic building. 

Councillor Perks said: “It appears to me there is 
no great will from the council to save the building. 

Question 

“We need to question the relevant people at the 
council and see if there is any way around the park¬ 
ing issue. 

“The Hippodrome has massive potential and we 
should do everything we can to get it reopened.” 

Dudley Zoo director Derek Grove said: “The zoo 


has welcomed discussions regarding the use of the 
zoo’s car park but now faces criticism for not agree¬ 
ing to terms which are impractical and would leave 
some of our customers with nowhere to park. 

“On several occasions this year, we have run out 
of space on our car park and, as the weather im¬ 
proves, we would expect this to continue, especially 
on weekends and during school holidays. This is 
without the additional vehicles that would be at¬ 
tracted to the Hippodrome. 

“As far as I am aware the zoo’s position has re¬ 
mained open and consistent and we are happy to 
discuss use of the car park as long as it will not 
cause damage to our business by preventing use by 
our own visitors.” 


Siblings are sent to jail 
for attacks on bus users 


A BROTHER and sister who lashed out 
at bus users during a 45-minute ram¬ 
page are behind bars. 

Drunken Whitney Maughan assaulted two 
passengers, including a 16 -year-old boy, be¬ 
fore attacking two more people at Dudley bus 
station. 

It culminated with a vicious beating, in tandem 
with her brother James, on a 30-year-old man as 
he waited for his regular service home after work. 

The victim described Whitney, from Barnet 
Road, Portobello, as being like a ‘raging bull’ as 
the pair rained punches on him. 

Whitney began swinging punches at the com¬ 
muter after being told he couldn’t provide her 
with a cigarette. Moments later 22-year-old James 
weighed in with a flurry of blows before kicking the 
man in the head and rendering him unconscious 
against a row of metal seating. 

As he was out cold, Whitney even rummaged 
through his pockets and stole his mobile phone 
and £40 cash. 

A court heard the siblings ‘completely lost con¬ 
trol’. Police have branded the attacks as ‘despic¬ 
able’ and revealed CCTV was used to track them 
down. 

Lashed 

The pair had been seen on the 246 Stourbridge 
bus at around 6pm on March 5 when Whitney 
lashed out at the teenager before laying into a 
30-year-old woman who confronted them. 

Shortly after leaving the bus in Dudley, she 
yanked a 17-year-old girl’s hair, scratching her 
neck, before she and her brother turned their at¬ 
tention to the 30-year-old man in Stand G of the 
terminus. Neither the man, nor any of the other 
victims, reported the assaults. 

CCTV was circulated among staff from the Safer 
Travel Partnership. Whitney was identified by a 
PCSO who had previously challenged the 21-year- 
old over her behaviour. 

West Midlands Police issued an appeal to trace 
her and on April 13 she handed herself in to Wol¬ 
verhampton police, while James was interviewed 
by officers in prison in Manchester where he’d been 
remanded on other matters. 

Whitney admitted four counts of assault and 
theft and was jailed for 31 months at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court, while James, previously of An¬ 
gela Place, Bilston, was handed a two-year jail term 
for assault. 

Pc David Ward said: “This type of behaviour is 
despicable. They completely lost control - lashing 
out at people on a whim seemingly just for kicks.”

Protesting 
will never 
make a 
difference 

ON my return from holiday this weekend, 
a border control official at Birmingham 
Airport scrutinised my passport very 
carefully, observing that there was still a 
sticker from a trip to Dubrovnik the pre¬ 
vious month. “You need to take that off, 
it’s obsolete,” he said abruptly. It’s greatly 
comforting that our border staff are so 
meticulous. It probably explains why we 
never have any problems with illegal im¬ 
migration. 

ISN’T it interesting that whenever there 
is talk of austerity, the police station clo¬ 
sures and library cuts are never far away. 
Yet somehow, the traffic-calming industry 
always seems to escape the brunt of the 
brutality. When was the last time you ever 
heard a local authority announce in som¬ 
bre tones that there will be no red paint, 
speed bumps or yellow lines this year be¬ 
cause the budget has been cut? 

Recently, near where I live, the local 
authority had the truly bonzer idea of in¬ 
stalling a central reservation opposite the 
bus stop, presumably with the idea that it 
will slow speeding drivers down. 

However, I suspect that 95 per cent 
of the time the boy racers will still drive 
very fast, only now they will drive very 
fast through the bus stop. It is what boy 
racers do. I doubt if the average baseball 
cap wearer stops and thinks “the coun¬ 
cil has changed the road markings, I had 
better drive like an undertaker.” 

That said, I am convinced that for the 
remaining five per cent of the time we will 
see a marked reduction in road speeds. 
Particularly when Mr Max Power drives 
splat bang into the side of the bus. 

When they said they wanted an inte¬ 
grated transport policy, I didn’t realise 
they meant quite so closely integrated. 

AFTER months of aggravation at the 
hands of various disgruntled protesters 
who have decided to take it upon them¬ 
selves to be offended on behalf of the 
people of the Black Country, it was good 
to hear that the latest anti-mosque demo 
was a bit of a damp squib.

Blowing the whistle 



on region’s rising refs 


The role of football ref is not for 
everyone, but it seems there 
are more in our region than 
ever. ADAM BURLING reports 

HAVING every decision scrutinised, 
becoming the target of some less 
than complimentary chants, fend¬ 
ing off groups of players angry at 
your latest indiscretion. 

Who would be a football referee? Plen¬ 
ty of people, it turns out - and there are 
now more than ever in the Black Coun¬ 
try. 

The job has its fair share of pitfalls but the 
Wolverhampton’s referees association has just 
been named the largest in the UK with 132 
members. 

And the men in black say the thrill of taking 
charge of a match - whether it is watched by 
one man and his dog or thousands of support¬ 
ers - is the biggest attraction of all. 

Wolverhampton and District Referees Asso¬ 
ciation chairman Phil Reade argues the future 
of the game relies on people being willing to 
put themselves forward for the thankless task 
of taking charge of a match. 

And though the game in the lower leagues 
may not have changed dramatically in recent 
decades, referees at the top level face a whole 
new set of challenges with the development of 
technology. 

They run out onto the pitch in the knowl¬ 
edge that any mistake will be replayed and dis¬ 
sected by highly paid pundits from the comfort 
of their TV studio. 

But they keep doing it - and hundreds of of¬ 
ficials dream of getting the chance to blow the 
whistle at the country’s top matches. 

When Premier League referees’ judgement 
comes into question, it is worth remembering 
that he has worked for at least 10 years to 
reach that standard. Referees start at the bot¬ 
tom and have to climb the ladder, getting as¬ 
sessed three times every 20 games to step up a 
level. It takes plenty of determination to make 
it to level one and lead out some of the world’s

highest paid footballers, but Alan Wiley from 
Burntwood showed it was possible when he be¬ 
came one of the country’s best known officials. 

Having his fitness questioned by an irate 
Alex Ferguson after Manchester United’s 2-2 
draw with Sunderland in 2009 was a world 
away from his days in the West Midlands (Re¬ 
gional) League. 

Mr Reade, himself a level four official, says 
only people who love football would put up 
with the abuse and years of hard work. 

The 48-year-old said: “It’s a very lonely 
world when you’re a referee. It’s you against 
22 players but you get used to it and you build 
up the experience. 

“Referees that reach the top have put the 
hours in on cold Sunday mornings. 

“They do it because they love the game, not 
for the money, and it takes a lot of work to 
make your way in the game.” 


Mr Reade qualified as a referee in 1997 but 
is now stepping back from the sport as he is 
struggling to fit it around his day job as a post¬ 
man. 

But he is confident the next generation of 
officials will be better than ever. 

“We hope that one day one of our members 
will make it to the Premier League,” he said. 
“Plenty of them are good enough if they stick 
at it.” 

It is unlikely there will be many that will 
match Wolverhampton-born Jack Taylor’s 
achievements, though, after he refereed the 
1974 World Cup Final between West Germany 
and the Netherlands and famously awarded 
two penalties in the first 30 minutes. 

Tributes poured in from legends including 
Sir Trevor Brooking when Mr Taylor died 
aged 82 in 2012 - and it raises questions over 
whether today’s referees would command the 


same respect from the current stars. Mr Tay¬ 
lor told his friends that refereeing was easier 
in his era when there were fewer cameras and 
less player power. 

And the Black Country’s longest-serving 
referee John Kyte said the stars of the 1960s 
and 70s were more well-mannered. 

The 71-year-old chalked up more than 4,600 
games during a 54-year odyssey that took him 
from the Dixon Street playing fields in Park- 
fields, Wolverhampton, to Anfield and Old 
Trafford. 

He said: “Cloughie was a complete gentle¬ 
man. I always used to think how well-man¬ 
nered his teams were. There were some big 
name players, internationals like Shilton and 
the rest.But when I would go and inspect their 
studs they would all lift their legs up without 
question.” 

But he insisted this should not put anyone 
off pursuing a career as as referee, as being 
part of the weekly football ritual can become 
a way of life. 

Preserve 

“Football has been my life,” he added. “I 
just love getting out there and meeting people, 
going to the different grounds.” 

Other famous former members of the Wol¬ 
verhampton association are Alex Hamil, who 
graced the turf of every stadium in the football 
league during a 35-year career as an official, 
and Walter Wakeman who finally hung up his 
whistle at the age of 80 in 2008. 

The WRA started life in 1910 as a sub-as¬ 
sociation of the Birmingham Referees’ Asso¬ 
ciation and branched out on its own a dozen 
years later. 

And Mr Reade is keen to preserve its rich 
heritage and keep attracting younger mem¬ 
bers. He said many now realised that referee¬ 
ing could be a ‘job for life’, and school pupils 
as young as 14 are now taking courses as part 
of a Duke of Edinburgh schemes. 

Though the rise of technology and its impact 
on the game seems unstoppable, he insists 
there will always be a need for a referee. 

“As soon as you put the black uniform on it 
all changes and the players think: ‘We were 
rubbish today - who can we blame?’” he said. 

“But without a referee you haven’t got a 
game.”

Dealing with one of the wounded in the woodland surrounding Arnhem in 1944 


Birthday brings back memories of 
ill-fated Arnhem fight for Tom, 90 


HE IS one of the Black Country’s 
last remaining survivors of the 
ill-fated Battle of Arnhem and he 
has celebrated his 90th birthday 
with comrades at the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion Club in Willenhall. 

It was a bitter sweet experience for 
Tom Brewin, as the Second World War 
veteran recalled his memories of the 
bloody battle fought in and around the 
small Dutch town in September 1944, 
and his subsequent capture which saw 
him held as a PoW for eight months. 

Mr Brewin, from Penn, Wolverhampton, 
is one of the last few living veterans of the 
ill-fated military operation. 

He is the current president of Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Parachute Regiment Associ¬ 
ation, and on June 2 he was joined by 15 
fellow members for a chat and a few pints 
to celebrate his birthday at the Willenhall 
British Legion base. Although Mr Brewin 
says the group prefer not to dwell on the

conflict these days, his memories of his time 
in the war remain vivid to this day. 

Mr Brewin was called up at the age of 18 
and after training in Glasgow and Worces¬ 
ter, he was posted to the 2nd Battalion 
South Staffs Regiment in Christmas 1944, 
which by that time was already an airborne 
battalion. 

At that time morale among the regiment 
was low. After taking part in the invasion of 
Sicily more than 100 troops drowned after 
being dropped in the Mediterranean one 
mile from shore. 

“Sicily had been a disaster for those that 
were there. It was almost a relief to go to 
Arnhem to get away from it all.” 

It was expected to be a straightforward 
mission with little opposition from the 
Nazis, but a very different story unfolded. 

The troops landed, via gliders, in a field 
on the northern side of Wolfhagen. 


Their first day, September 17, 1944, was 
incident-free, but by the following morning 
it emerged that the Divisional Commander 
was missing. “He had been taken by the 
Germans,” said Mr Brewin. 

“We were supposed to stay and protect 
the landing zone for the next day’s second 
lift, but the order changed and we were told 
to find our way to the bridge over the Rhine. 

“But the Jerries were very smart at 
blocking all the approaches to the bridge.” 

Just 10 days after landing the entire 
battalion was captured when they became 
stranded on a river bank in the town of 
Oosterbeek. “Dawn broke and we were all 
there on the banks of the river, with no 
ammo and no food,” Mr Brewin continued. 
“There must have been a good 200 of us. 

“We had a choice, pack up or get shot. 
They surrounded us and marched us all the 
way to Arnhem to show us off to the Dutch. 
It was their way of saying they weren’t fin¬ 
ished yet.” The British troops were loaded 
onto cattle trucks at the railway station. 

“They said they’d give us rations for 24 


hours for a 17-hour journey, but we were 
on there for five days,” added Mr Brewin. 
As a PoW, he was mainly based in prison 
camps in Czechoslovakia. He describes the 
day of liberation as ‘a complete anti-climax’. 
“It was a strange day. We woke up and all 
the guards had gone. We presumed they’d 
just abandoned their posts. 

“The Russians came past but they had 
no food for us. We made it and the Ameri¬ 
cans looked after us. Within a day we were 
put on a plane to Belgium and then back to 
England.” 

For Mr Brewin getting home to Whitmore 
Reans was ‘a bloody beautiful feeling’, but 
his father Alvin was less than impressed 
with his wartime endeavours. 

“The old chap was in the Coldstream 
Guards and fought through the Battle of 
Mons without getting wounded,” recalled 
Mr Brewin. “He called me a 10-day soldier, 
because that’s how long I was over there 
before being captured!” 

In 1949 Mr Brewin married Annie, who 
is now 91, and the pair had four children.

Ambulance chiefs are 
disappointed at decision

A BLACK Country man is £10,000 
richer after winning big on the 
Health Lottery.

AMBULANCE service bosses are 
‘hugely disappointed’ after they 
were turned down in their bid 
to run the NHS non-emergency 
helpline. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
stepped in to run the 111 service in 
2013 after the former organisation 
NHS Direct pulled out. 

The service is run in Staffordshire by 
Staffordshire Doctors Urgent Care Service. 

But the ambulance service, along with 
other bidders, were turned down when they 
applied to run it elsewhere in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

The health service commissioners said 
that they ‘did not receive a bid that was ac¬ 
ceptable and demonstrated value for money 
and have therefore exercised their right to 
abandon the procurement process’. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Murray MacGregor said: “We 
are hugely disappointed that we have not 
been awarded a contract to continue pro¬ 
viding the 111 service. 

Stability 

“This is despite being one of the highest 
performing 111 providers in the country 
each week, for many months bringing sta¬ 
bility to the system that was previously not 
there. 

“Since we stepped in to take over the ser¬ 
vice from NHS Direct in November 2013, 
we have invested considerable time in pro¬ 
viding additional training to staff to ensure 
the service operates safely. 

“We have also increased the number of 
nurses and paramedics which has resulted 
in a significant reduction in the number of 
patients being sent to A&E or requiring an 
ambulance unnecessarily. 

“Despite this huge amount of work un¬ 
dertaken by the trust, commissioners have 
informed us that while the necessary stand¬ 
ards were met for quality, we could not 
agree a price for a service that we felt would 
be safe or sustainable.”

Hie most 
evil person 
l have met 
In my life* 


AN ‘evil’ woman who fed her drug habit by 
preying on an 80-year-old stroke victim has 
been jailed for two years and eight months. 

Amy Sutton escaped with jewellery after tricking 
her way into the woman’s home in Dudley. 

The shameless 29-year-old knew that the front door 
to the flat was left unlocked to allow carers’ access, Wol¬ 


verhampton Crown Court 
heard. The woman, who had 
suffered four strokes in ten 
years, recognised Sutton 
and started a conversation 
during which she revealed 
where jewellery was hidden. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prose¬ 
cuting, said the vulnerable 
woman was deliberately 
targeted. “The defendant 
was shown where the jew¬ 
ellery was kept. She was 
in the property for 40 min¬ 
utes before asking to ring 
for a taxi, having seen that 
the phone was next to the 
drawer which held the jew¬ 
ellery,” he added, 

Sutton took four chains 
and a bangle, a haul worth 
£1,600 which she sold for 
half that to buy cocaine and 
heroin. The jewellery, which 
was not insured, was price¬ 
less to the disabled widow 
who had been given it by her 
late husband. She told police

afterwards: “I did not stop 
crying for two and a half 
days. That woman acted 
as if she was so sweet and 
charming, when in reality 
she was the most evil person 
I have met in my life.” 

Mr Tim Talbot-Webb, de¬ 
fending, said Sutton’s life 
had been ruined by heroin 
but she was determined 
to deal with the addiction. 
Sutton, of Shadwell Drive, 
Lower Gornal, had a string 
of convictions and admitted 
the March burglary. 

When sentencing her, 
Recorder Mark Rhind who 
told her: “This is the kind of 
offence that even the crimi¬ 
nal fraternity look down on. 
When she proudly showed 
you her jewellery you must 
have known the huge sen¬ 
timental importance it held 
for her.”

'No fancy dress' 
edict for new MP

WOULD a Dudley manifes¬ 
to help Labour get back in 
touch with the electorate and 
win in 2020? Alex Salmond 
seems to think so. 

Labour has belatedly woken up 
to the realisation that most people 
in Britain want a referendum on 
the EU and has dropped its oppo¬ 
sition. 

Ed Miliband’s mealy-mouthed rhet¬ 
oric was about a referendum only in 
the event of a transfer of powers to 
Brussels. 

What he appeared to have failed to 
grasp entirely was how many people 
felt things have already gone too far. 

Whether they have or not is a mat¬ 
ter for debate and for renegotiation. 
But the referendum is long overdue. 

Miffed 

Ian Austin, Labour MP for Dud¬ 
ley North, is one of the few who has 
been saying for many years that a ref¬ 
erendum was necessary. He wanted it 
sooner rather than later. 

But in the Commons last week the 
SNP’s Mr Salmond, campaigning 
against the referendum, suggested Mr 
Austin had been happily campaigning 
against it before Labour’s election de¬ 
feat made them think otherwise. 

Mr Austin was rather miffed and 
raised a point of order with Speaker 
John Bercow to correct the record. 

A tickled Speaker replied that Mr 
Salmond ‘wasn’t attending closely to 
election literature in Dudley, his mind

being perhaps focused elsewhere’. 
Dudley’s one place all the parties need 
to focus their attentions on. 

It delivered seven UKIP councillors 
and its Parliamentary constituencies 
all saw their incumbents’ majorities 
increase at the General Election - 
three for the Tories and one for La¬ 
bour. That suggests a breadth of views 
and opinions with which to form the 
next set of manifesto pledges. Alex 
Salmond can certainly be forgiven for 
taking little interest in Dudley. The 
Tories and Labour, not to mention the 
Greens who have a councillor there, 
must never take it for granted. 

Meanwhile Walsall’s David Winn- 
ick asked whether the Prime Min¬ 
ister might employ the same choice 
term once used by John Major for 
any Eurosceptic rebels in his cabinet. 
Foreign secretary Philip Hammond 


Dudley North Labour MP Ian Austin 

assured him he will not. What term, 
you ask? How to describe it in a family 
newspaper... ‘a person born of parents 
not married to each other’. 

The spectre of Aidan Burley’s at¬ 
tendance at a stag party where the 
groom wore a Nazi uniform haunted 
the Tories for much of the last Par¬ 
liament. But it was laid to rest by the 
success of Amanda Milling, who held 
on to Cannock Chase when many 
would have predicted Labour would 
win it back. 

Ms Milling was welcomed to West¬ 
minster in the Commons by the work 
and pensions secretary Iain Duncan 
Smith with some wise words: “As 
she represents Cannock Chase, I will 
offer her one little bit of advice: She 
should make sure she does not wear 
any fancy dress, as this does not help 
one’s prospects.”

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Unit helps 
the victims 
of forced 
marriages 


HIDDEN in the Black Country, vulnerable 
women, men, children, and even the disa¬ 
bled, are imprisoned in a life of servitude. 

As victims of forced marriage, they are often 
raped, beaten, and live an existence akin to slavery. 

It is estimated between 8,000 and 10,000 people in the 
UK are forced into a marriage - a rate of 30 per day. 

The Chronicle’s sister newspaper, the Express & Star 


has lifted the lid on this 
abhorrent crime that mas¬ 
querades under the cloak of 
religion and culture. 

Last year alone, 399 vic¬ 
tims from the West Mid¬ 
lands called charity Karma 
Nirvana for help over forced 
marriage. Since January the 
charity has had 213 calls. 

The charity supports vic¬ 
tims and survivors of forced 
marriage and honour crime 
and says the West Midlands 
is one of the top five worst 
areas for the crimes. 

The Forced Marriage Unit 
- a specialist team from the 
Home Office and Foreign 
Office - goes a step further. 
They say the West Midlands 
is the second worst region 
for this offence, accounting 
for 12 per cent of all cases 
in the UK. 

Figures released under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act, reveals West Midlands 
Police has recorded 85 cases 
where suspected forced mar¬ 
riage had been flagged up in 
the last five years. 

Cruel 

West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson said: “Forced mar¬ 
riage is an important issue 
that we are working hard to 
tackle. It is a cruel and un¬ 
acceptable crime. 

“This crime has been hid¬ 
den for too long and we need 
to bring it out into the open. 

“I want victims to know 
that if they come forward, 
that this crime is taken very 
seriously and that support 
will be there to help them. 

“The most important 
thing is that we have the 
services in place to help

victims out of these situa¬ 
tions.” 

The number of forced 
marriages recorded by po¬ 
lice in the West Midlands 
is at its highest rate for five 
years. Police recorded 29 
in 2014 - up from 11 the 
year before. There was 15 
in 2012, seven in 2011 and 
23 in 2010. The figures re¬ 
veal 79 victims were female, 
five male, 11 were children. 
Just 12 people were charged 
with offences ranging from 
sexual abuse and violence. 

Most victims are of south 
Asian origin but there have 
been cases amongst eastern 
European and traveller/ 
gypsy families. 

Wolverhampton North 
East MP Emma Reynolds 
said: “I am concerned about 
the problem in the West 
Midlands and I am sure 
these figures do not tell the 
full story. I expect there are 
many more out there who 
remain hidden.”

Muse rocking hard 
on anti-war album

DEVONIAN stadium rockers 
Muse are at their very best 
when they go over the top... 
so are very good indeed 
on seventh studio album 
Drones. 

An anti-militarism concept album 
(with classic prog rock/Pink Floyd style 
sleeve), it is full of the kind of Queen¬ 
like grand gestures that have made 
them firm favourites, apparent on the 
anthemic Mercy, Defector and Revolt. 

They also rock very heavy indeed, 
the spirit of Black Sabbath infusing the 
swaggering Psycho and singer-gui¬ 
tarist Matt Bellamy providing fretwork 
fireworks on Reapers. And if you want 
epic, how about The Globalist, clock¬ 
ing in at ten minutes. 

Muse don’t cover new territory here 
but they do what they do very well. 

The buzz around London four-piece 
Wolf Alice started more than two 
years ago with debut single Fluffy and 
gathered pace with support slots for 
the Manics and others. Some have 
seemed to write off the outfit fronted 
by Ellie Rowsell as grunge revivalists 
before hearing debut LP, My Love Is 
Cool. There’s more to them than that. 

Opener Turn To Dust blends spooky 
folk with Twin Peaks atmospherics, the 
funky Foals-like Bros looks back at 
childhood and the intense Pixies influ¬ 
enced You’re A Germ is a howling con¬ 
demnation of a sexual predator. 

Drummer Joel Amery delivers a 
dreamy vocal for the haunting pastoral 
Swallowtail, whilst Rowsell gives a light 
pop vocal for the swirling Soapy Water. 
Flowever, the fearsome Fluffy still deliv¬ 
ers those grunge dynamics and high- 
pitched squeals. 

Jason Derulo covers all bases on 


his album Everything Is 4. It opens 
with a slick double salvo of top-notch 
R&B/pop songs Want To Want Me and 
Cheyenne (you can almost hear him 
thinking beat that Bruno Mars and Sam 
Smith). 

Nor does he scrimp on the quirky 
hooks that first got him noticed, Get 
Ugly and Pull-Up both have irritatingly 
catchy effects. 

Fie also scores high with special 
guest collaborations, enlisting rising 
star Meghan Trainor on pop gem Pain¬ 
killer, Jennifer Lopez on Try Me and 
both Stevie Wonder (for his harmonica) 
and Keith Urban on the funky/bluesy 
Broke. Lie’s actually eclipsed by Julia 
Michaels’ power vocal performance in 
the duet Trade Flearts. 

This album is full of potential hit sin¬ 
gles, you could soon be hearing a lot of 
Love Me Down and X2CU. 

The superstar from Florida is due to 
play Birmingham’s Barclaycard Arena 
on January 30, 2016. 

No one else sounds like Everything 
Everything, due to Jonathan Higgs’ 
rapid-fire often falsetto vocals (in nor¬ 
mal register he reminds me of Tom 


Robinson and Julian Cope). Their fre¬ 
netic, restless pop/rock is distinctive, 
amusing, bizarre and appealing on 
third album Get To Heaven. 

Highlights include Distant Past, 
reminiscent of Danish popsters Jun¬ 
ior Senior, the disco shuffle of Get To 
Heaven, the portentous Fortune 500, 
the rap and wailer Blast Doors, as gor¬ 
geously outlandish as Billy McKenzie’s 
Associates, and the Philip Glass influ¬ 
enced euphoric Zero Pharoah. 

London band Gengahr make an im¬ 
pressive debut with A Dream Outside 
and it’s a real grower. The psych indie 
outfit have a sound built around falset¬ 
to vocals by Felix Bushe and John Vic¬ 
tor’s exciting guitar motifs. 

Moody surf instrumental Dark Star 
robs the album of its momentum mid¬ 
way but there are plenty of stand-out 
tracks including the woozy new single 
Heroine and plaintive Bathed In Light. 
Check them out if you like Bombay Bi¬ 
cycle Club and/or Tame Impala. 

After supporting The Maccabees in 
May, Gengahr have a gig in their own 
right at the Hare And Hounds in Kings 
Heath on October 12.

IT’S very rare that I am not rush¬ 
ing from work to review a show 
or concert in Birmingham. 

So when one popped up on a Sunday 
evening I decided to make a day of it. 
A bit of retail therapy followed by a bit 
of wine therapy - perfect. 

As the show was at the Symphony Hall 
the obvious eating choice was Brindley Place 
and it just so happened that a week or two 
earlier I had had an email on the Discover 
Wine Campaign at All Bar One, just over 
the canal bridge. As a wine lover this was 
just too good an opportunity to miss. 

This stylish city bar, which recently had 
a major refurb, specialises in cocktails and 
runs its own cocktail-making classes - but 
more on that later. There is a large outside 
eating area but we opted for inside and were 
shown to our corner seat by a very friendly

and helpful waiter called Bob. Menus al¬ 
ready on the table, we very quickly decided 
to go for the ‘small plates’. They advise five 
between two at a total cost of £26 - very 
good value at just £13 each for a share of 
actually very generous taster portions. 

We opted for beetroot cured salmon gra- 
vadlax with goat’s curd and apple, corian¬ 
der, za’atar spice mix and tzatziki, slow 
cooked pork with creamed potato, apple 
and vanilla ketchup and pork crackling, 
Szechuan-coated crispy calamari, with red 
chilli and served with wasabi dip, ginger 
teriyaki chicken skewers with pickled vege¬ 
tables and sesame seeds and wild Patagon¬ 
ian prawns in garlic, chilli and lemon with 
grilled rosemary foccacia. 

All very tasty and very well presented. 
The bar holds regular events including a 


wine of the month and although the cock¬ 
tails prove very popular with the young as 
we are now, how can I put it, a little more 
mature we do like a drop of wine. 

Luckily for us the wine event was still 
running. It was due to end the middle of 
June but look out for it if it comes around 
again. It is definitely worth it. 

Experience 

So before our food arrived we were joined 
by team leader Shaun who took us through 
the different wines, and there were a lot of 
them! We were shown how to pick up the 
aromas and which wines went best with 
each of the dishes. Although young, Shaun 
has a wealth of experience in this field, 
some of it picked up on cruise ships. 

We started with the white wines and 
after a while I was managing to pick out the 
different aromas but still had no idea of the 


region. Then we moved on to our favourite, 
red wine, by which time I must admit I was 
probably getting a little bit tipsy. 

Shaun advised to drink water between 
the different samples to clear out palate so 
at least the wine was being ‘ watered down’ 
- after all I did have a show to review! 

On to dessert and as I have a very sweet 
tooth I went for the chocolate, orange and 
mascarpone mousse cake. Delicious, the 
calorie count was on the menu but I didn’t 
even bother checking. My husband went 
for lemon torte with raspberry sorbet. 

Cocktails are very popular with the young 
and cocktail making classes are a big attrac¬ 
tion. They cost £20 and include three cock¬ 
tails. All Bar One is a perfect place to eat 
out or pop for a drink after work. And if you 
are going to the ICC, Barclaycard Arena 
the one at Waters Edge, BrindleyPlace is 
perfectly placed.

Crossover 
more rider 
friendly

Motorcycling isn’t, for most riders, simply 
about getting from A to B: it’s about the way 
you do it, the sense of adventure. 

That may at least partly explain while the ‘adven¬ 
ture’ class of machine is one of the fastest growing 
sectors of the market (apart from scooters and small 
capacity commuter bikes), taking the place of the for¬ 
mer dream-dominating supersport bikes. 

It could be said BMW started the trend, with the soaring 
success of its 1200 GS which followed the round the world 
adventures of Ewan McGregor and Charlie Boorman on a 
pair of the big boxer twins. Honda was quick to react with its 
1,200cc Crosstourer and its small sibling, the Crossrunner. 

This latter machine is officially the VFR800X, because un¬ 
der its sharp, adventure styling are all the essential elements 
of the legendary VFR 800 sports tourer, with its fuel-injected 
800cc VTEC motor, transmission and brakes. 

Technically the major differences are in ground clearance 
and suspension, recognising that one of the reasons for 
buying an adventure bike is that riders may want to venture 
off the smooth asphalt and onto rougher surfaces. 

The Crossrunner first appeared in 2011, but has under¬ 
gone a transformation for this model year. True to its name, it 
includes upgrades first seen on the latest VFR 800 launched 
last year, in particular a revised engine, chassis, a new trac¬ 
tion control system, LED headlights, a more upright riding 
position and an automatic turn signal canceller. 

The VTEC system uses two cam profiles, for high and low 
revs, to optimise torque across the rev range, with a maxi¬ 
mum power output of 104bhp at 10,250rpm but maximum 
torque of 75Nm rather lower down the band. It’s mated to a 
smooth-shifting six-speed transmission. 

You can feel it in action. Acceleration off the mark is swift 
enough, and for most of the time the bike performs well 
enough for most conditions at relatively low rpm. But once 
you approach the 6,000rpm mark you can feel an extra push 
and hear a deeper growling from the exhaust: it comes in 
smoothly and progressively. 

The new traction control system has three settings and 
instantly reduces torque if the back wheel starts to spin. A 
boon for off-roaders, but equally useful on wet roads for 
those a bit too enthusiastic with the throttle: you don’t feel 
the intervention but you’ll know it’s happening by the flash¬ 
ing symbol on the instrument panel. 

The brakes are the same as the sports tourer, with twin 
310mm discs at the front and a 265mm disc at the rear and 
two-channel ABS, 


Handling 

The Crossrunner’s seat is height adjustable and its shape 
has been redesigned - it’s now narrower at the front to help 
shorter riders get their feet flat on the floor when you stop. 

It has particularly wide bars set at just the right height for a 
comfortable, upright riding position and quick to respond to 
rider input, with extra leverage and low yaw interia. 

The Crossrunner handles well for a tall, adventure style 
bike, feeling particularly well balanced for a machine weigh¬ 
ing in at 242kg. This is partly due to its narrow profile with its 
V4 power plant, with even the new high efficiency radiators 
(based on Honda’s RC45 race special) now in front of the 
engine, instead of on either side. 

Twisty roads are its forte, and it doesn’t take long to ap¬ 
preciate its accurate tracking, with a light feel more akin to 
a nippy little 500 than a big touring machine. 

The new, adjustable screen and redesigned bodywork 
provide reasonable protection from the elements, and you 
get five-stage heated grips to keep young fingers toasty, The 
new, high efficiency generator is designed to ensure such 
creature comforts don’t lead to a flat battery. 

The major technical difference between the VFR sports 
tourer and this X version is in the suspension, which has a 
whole 25mm of extra travel at the front (and 28mm at the 
back) for those attempting a rougher track. Both are fully ad¬ 
justable, which for me is just as well for I found the standard 
setting a bit too hard for my tastes on the road. 

The 17-inch aluminium wheels take 120/70 rubber at the 
front and 180/55 at the rear. Honda’s own security system is 
standard, but an alarm is on the list of optional extras along 
with a rear carrier and an assortment of luggage, 

Mechanically, there’s few better starting points from a new 
class of bike than Honda’s VFR800 and a raft of improve¬ 
ments have made this second generation Crossrunner a 
more rider-friendly machine. 

The redesigned, height adjustable seat, handlebars, 
comprehensive digital instruments, heated grips and trac¬ 
tion control form a package which is more than the sum of 
its parts, producing a more comfortable ridable machine. 

That’s particularly important in this class of bike, often 
bought by those for whom long distance touring is almost 
a way of life. 

That’s in addition to the upright ‘command’ riding position 
which enables you to get the best possible view of the road 
ahead: and on this bike the best view behind, too, with the 
extra wide bars allowing mirrors which reflect rather more 
than the rider’s elbows.

DUDLEY Judo Club is going from 
strength to strength as it settles into 
its new home.

Heathens are facing up to the remainder of the 
campaign without teenage star Nathan Greaves, 
who has suffered a badly broken leg. 

They will use the rider replacement facility 
over the next two meetings with limited options 
for a new signing. 

Said Pottinger: “These are arguably our two 
biggest tests and most important meetings of the 
season so far - both teams are up and around us 
towards the top of the league table and taking 
points off them and more importantly trying to 
make sure that our opponents go away from the 
meetings empty handed could prove even more 
important. 

“Mildenhall have won all four of their home 
league matches so far so we know it will be tough 
but we want to go there and end that run.

“We’ve had some pretty good results at West 
Row in our last few visits and it’s important we 
go there with the belief we can pick up some 
more league points. 

“But for me the biggest meeting of the year so 
far is when we host Birmingham next Wednes¬ 
day.

“I’m sure there’ll be another bumper crowd 
for this one but it’s important that as many of 
our fans get to Perry Barr as possible to try and 
outnumber and outshout Birmingham.”

Colin Peppiatt was pleased to see a return of 
light blue, which was the colour of choice for 
three Wolves away kits between 1990 and 1994, 
when Graham Turner was in charge. 

He said: “Very happy to see light blue back. 
Light blue away kits were part of my childhood 
from 1990-1994.” 


Wolves will 
suck up the 
pressure 

WOLVES will embrace the pressure - 
that was the message from Molineux 
as the bookies named them among the 
Championship title favourites. 

Wolves are the fourth most-fancied 
team with many bookmakers after nar¬ 
rowly missing the play-offs last season. 

Derby, Hull, Middlesbrough and 
Burnley join Wolves as the pre-season 
promotion favourites. 

And managing expectations among 
success-hungry Wolves fans has been a 
problem for past Molineux managers. 

But head of football development and 
recruitment Kevin Thelwell, who is eye¬ 
ing up the club’s summer transfers, said 
it was a ‘privilege’ for the club to have 
such lofty expectations. 

“We work for a big club - and when 
you work for a big club enough is never 
enough,” he said. “If we were to get 
promoted to the Premier League we’d 
have to stay in the Premier League, if 
we stayed in the Premier League it’d be 
‘can you get to 12th’, if we got to 12th 
we’d want to get in the top 10, if we got 
in the top 10 everyone would say, ‘we’re 
not that far off Europe are we?’. 

“So you’ve got to embrace the pres¬ 
sure. 

“And pressure is a bit of a privilege 
because there’s not many clubs that 
have the opportunity to achieve what 
we could achieve.” 

Wolves will look to dip into the trans¬ 
fer market for some first-team additions 
over the coming weeks to boost their 
ranks. 

He added: “There’ll be pressure, it’ll 
certainly be tough and it’ll be made 
more difficult in terms of the teams com¬ 
ing into the league this year. There are 
some difficult teams coming up.”
